EXPLANATION OF PRICE LIST 


The figures 2-1, 2-2, 2-2-1, represent the number of 
years the trees have been in seed beds, number of 
years in transplant beds, and number of times 
transplanted. In every case the first figure indicates 
the number of years the trees remained in the seed 
bed before being transplanted. Each dash repre- 
sents one transplanting. Each figure after the first 

- one indicates the number of years the trees remained 
in the transplant bed. The total of the figures indi- 
cates the age of the tree. Thus, a 2-2-1 Engelmann 
Spruce is a 5-year-old.tree which remained in the 
seed bed two years, was transplanted, and remained 
in the transplant bed two years, was then trans- 
planted again, and remained in the transplant bed 
one year. 


WEIGHT 


There will be some variation in the weights esti- 
mated below due to the different varieties and the 
different types of soil in which the trees are grown. 
On an average the trees including packing material, 
and crates will weigh per thousand approximately 
as follows:—2 year seedlings, 7 .tbs.; 3 year seed- 
lings, 15> lbs’; 3 year tronsplants, 28 lbs. 4 year 
transplants, 80 lbs.; 5 year transplants, 200 lbs.; 
6 year transplants, 200 to 300 lbs.
